Traveling through that portion 
of Brazos county south of Bryan, 
as far as Millican, in Hie interest 
of the 
Eagle's subscription list, 
the writer covered the following 
and other communities: 
C ollege community,

Minter Springs, 
Pencil Creek, 
Wellborn, 
Millican. 
Cotton is about picked out in 
these communities, and the short 
crop and absence of any crop ex­ 
cept cotton, causes considerable 
complaint, 
lf the farmers had 
any profitable employment from 
now until spring 
planting time, 
the short crops would not be se­ 
riously felt, but to fix up the fences, 
improve houses and open -new 
land, where it is wanted, afiord the 
only employment which amount 
to much until planting time. The 
good price of cotton, of course, is a 
silver lining to 
the 
otherwise 
cloudy situation. 
Some citizens, as usual on short 
crop years, talk of moving. 
West 
Texas is getting some immigration 
from Brazos county now, and some 
look with favor even to the high 1 
priced land of north Texas. 
The 
writer 
believes, 
however, 
that 
when all things are considered and 
weighed well, the farmers of this 
section will offset the advantages 
and disadvantages of this 
and 
other sections, and that the popu­ 
lation of Brazos county will not 
sutler much from emigration at\er 
all. 
The farmers are beginning to 
learn that the greater amount of 
grazing land in this section, afford­ 
ing cheap grass for cattle, consti­ 
tute an advantage over the thickly 
settled and fenced up country of 
north Texas. 
Many are taking 
advantage of this and improving
